Former Leader of the Liquor Forces in the Volunteer State Turns About and Wars 
Against His Old Allies—After Witnessing the Destruction of Friends by Whis­ 


key, the Big Tennessean Sees Its Forked Lighting Strike in His Home 


The Taste Lingers 


Hon. Malcolm R. Patterson, ex­ 
governor of Tennessee, delivered an 
address Sunday night in the Fort 
W orth First Methodist church. 
The 
church has a seating capacity of two 
thousand, but more than 2,500 people 
were in the room when the stalwart 
Tennessean rose to give his message 
against the liquor traffics. 
A Mes­ 
senger representative joined the local 
party that went down to hear the ad­ 
dress. 
Gov. Patterson was introduc­ 
ed by Hon. Lattimore, one of the big 
and powerful workers in the prohi­ 
bition cause in this section. 
Gov. 
Patterson said: 
“ He is but a super­ 
ficial *j>bserver of events who does not 
pean. H t^iat change and progress is 
a characteristic of this age above ev­ 
ery (Miler age of the world. 
T liese 
c h a le t s are coming 
not so 
frontalthout as from within. 
They 
are npt the physical 
processes of 
time# but the changes in the moral 
nature of man himself. 
It sometimss 
seems as if the great unseen hand 
were stirring the great mortal mass 
and sweetening it from top to bottom. 
“ There was a time when Robert In- 
gersoll wras admired. 
But when he 
left the stage he left no successor and 
his passing was so complete that not 
a counterfeit of him is left, 
lf lager- 
soil were alive today the anathemas 
that he hurled against the 
Deity 
would not earn him a pauper’s fare. 
This is the reason of this change. 
This is the reason every foe of the 
christian religion must perish. 
It is 
the reason that the liquor traffic must 
die. 
“ It would not be fair to you or to 
myself if I did not at the outlet tell 
you that my attitude towards the li­ 
quor traffic now is not the same that 
it was. 
But I have never felt any 


six years. 
I. became a candidate for 
congress and was elected, and took 
my seat in the fiftv-seventh congress. 
r. * 
When I entered there I .found liquor 
openly sold in both wings of the n a ­ 
tional capitol. 
Even with my envir­ 
onment this seemed to me like a crime 
I voted to abolish intoxicating drinks 
from the c a pitol. 
‘•Aftes three terms in congress I be­ 
came a candidate for governor of 
Tennessee. 
At that time the prohibi­ 
tion issue was becoming- acute, and 
in the first speech of my campaign I 
distinctly said that I was in favor of 
local option. 
I also said if I were 
elected that I would approve any and 
all measures based on the will of the 
people of these sections. 
I scrupu- 
(lously fulfilled that promise, 
I was 
much I opposed 
to compulsory 
state-wide 
prohibition, and said that it would 


opinion, all thought of what the world 
might think or say, and bowed my 
knees to the throne of Almighty God. 
There I asked for light and strength 
and they came. 
The curtains of the 
night were drawn back and the way 
was clear. 
“ I arose a changed man. 
From 
criticising others I turned my eyes 
within. 
From an accuser of other 
men, I became the servant in my 
own house to set my house in order. 
From a man torn in heart and u n h ap ­ 
py, I have become happy, and ready 
to testify by my own experience to the 
miraculous power of God to cleanse 
the souls of men. 
“ Out of this experience has come 
the profound belief that all the a r g u ­ 
ments 
I advanced, while they may 
been true of themselves, have no a p ­ 
plication to this evil and that no 
increase rather 
than decrease the j principle of right, of order or 
of lib- 
evil s of the traffic. 
I lived to see the I erty should ever be invoked for its 
day when the legislature of Tennessee J existence 
did pass a state wide prohibition 
measure, and I vetoed it in accord­ 
ance with what I then thought was 
right, and the legislature passed it 
over my veto, and it is now the law 


of Tennessee. 
I prepared a careful 
message setting forth my convictions 
on the matter. 
This message was 
printed in the press of Tennessee and 
in other states. 
It was printed by 
the liquor interests and circulated 
widely. 
“ I have no hesitation in saying to 
tins audience that, if this message of I 
mine had to stand as my last word on 
the liquor traffic, I would consume it 
with lire and erase it from the minds 
of men 
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embarrassment in a* 
error w bidi I com :, 
ing legislation u hic! 
mitted the liquor ti l 
now come to believe has no 
ust place 
in this christian civilization. 
“ First, I will tell you something of 
my life, which may explain why I be­ 
lieved that the saloon was right. 
I 
was born in Alabama. 
My father 
having removed to the metropolis 
when I was a child, 
I 
saw saloons 
there on every >ide. 
They were re­ 
garded 
as permanent 
institutions, 
Lke banks and stores. 
My father 
t me to Vanderbilt university to 
my literary education. 
There, 
escaped up that time. I took 
) drink of liquor at an open 
returned from school and en- 
i/.’ father's law office. 
Politics 
tracted me. 
I 
was a candi- 
prosecuting attorney in my 
Tnty, was elected and served for 
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“ Men have called me strong 
I 
thought myself immune. ,i> many men 
before me have thought themselves 
immune. 
I was humiliated. 
I 
was 
tortured in my esteem, which is the 
deepest punishment that any man can 
inflict upon himself. 
I thought of all 
my arguments- properly rights 
per­ 
sonal liberty, and all the rest—and I 
found them insubstantial as the fabric 
o. a dream. 
“ At last 
laid aside all pride 


A few people have said I was not 
sincere. 
I have never thought it nec­ 
essary to answer that. 
I know I am 
sincere and that is enough. 
The li­ 
quor traffic knows that I am sincere. 
Some have said that I am inconsist­ 
ent 
I have no argument with them. 
I am inconsistent and that is exactly 
what I want to be with reference to 
this question. 
Some of my friends 
would do well to become inconsistent 
on this question. 
I have found a 
very few in my own state who have 
said that now I am no longer a demo­ 
crat. 
That is a mistake. 
I am a bet­ 
ter democrat now than I ever was in 
my life. (Great applause) 
But I am 
no longer a liquor democrat. " (Ap­ 
plause) 
There are a few people in 
ray state, and I think you might find 
in | some in your state, who think that if 
a man quits liquor he loses his stand­ 
ing in the democratic party. 
Of 
co irse I don’t say anything about the 
Republican party, for I have always 
been taught to speak only in terms of 
respect o f the dead. 
“ L i q u o r is being besieged in its a n ­ 
cient strongholds and it is fast losing 
its arrogance and strength. 
Here he told an anecdote to illus­ 
trate the uselessness of whisky and 
said, “ If anybody can say a good 
word for liquor that has been cursed 
by science and experience, now is a 
very good time to say it. 
“ But i am not here to tell you what 
liquor will do to you, I am here to 
tell you what to do to liquor. 
Liquor 
is a physical, mental 
and 
moral 
waste. 
11 is a consumer of public ta x ­ 
es, a creator of public debt. 
It filch­ 
es $7 for $) it pays into the treasury. 
I And it filches seven limes seven in 
of morals, character, health, peace and 


honor. 
When I think of the tears it 
has caused, of the blood it has shed, 
of the homes it has wrecked, of the 
unanointed souls it hasj’sent to the 
bar of judgment, I know that the time 
has come to putfout the 
fires 
of 
every brewery and distillery in the 
land. 
“ We all know the states cannot un­ 
aided strike the great final blow. 
So 
the movement was started at the great 
convention at Columbus to ^take this 
nation out of the grasp of the liquor 
traffic. 
I have been to a good many 
political conventions, but this was 
the first one that I ever attended 
where all the delegates arrived sober ; 
and stayed sober. 
Future historians ^ 
will write that this meeting at Colma -1 
bus was the beginning of the g re a te s t! 
reformation of the age and it marked I 
the beginning of the greatest moral 
' reformation of the world since Christ 
made his appearance. 
“ If prophecy is worth anything, IJ 
would venture the prediction 
that 
within the next ten years there will he 
national prohibition in this country. 
(Applause.) For the first time the re-1 
ligious and moral forces of this coun­ 
try are united, well drilled and m ar­ 
shaled for the fray and the cohorts of 
tile night are on the retreat. 
“ W hat is the basis of our civiliza­ 
tion? 
It is 
the home. 
Whatever 
attacks the home strikes at the very 
foundations of our 
civilization. 
I 
saw a young man in the pride of his 
manhood lead a fair and sweet girl 
to the altar. 
I saw that boy and girl 
made one, and then, with joy in their 
happy faces, they erected a home. 
In 
the course of time another little life 
is given to their keeping. 
We may 
speak of the music of the spheres, but 
of all tile music that ever fell on 
human e a r s the cry of the first born 
is sweetest. 
Something eaters that 
home. 
It is more sinuous than a ser­ 
pent. 
The 
m a n ’s 
strength is 
de­ 
stroyed, the woman's heart is bruised 
and crushed and the child is worse 
than orphaned.

“ All over the land this devastation 
is going on.

“ What shall be do about it? 
Shall 
we tolerate it or kill it?”

H e died 
seventeen years ago. 
One of his closest friends was Mr 
Schaeffer, the cornetist and band m as­ 
ter. 
Shortly before Ilannahoe’s death 
occurred he made an agreem ent with 
the cornetist that 
in the event of 
Schaeffer’s death he would attend his 
funeral and on each St. Patrick's day 
at midnight would sing the “Lass of 
G alw ay’’ ami “ Nearer, My God. to 
Thee” over Schaeffer’s grave. 
The agreement was draw n up in 
writing and signed, and at the bottom 
Mr. Schaeffer wrote: 
“And iii case Thomas C. Ilannahoe 
dies before I do T faithfully promise to 
a tten d his funeral and will play the 
sam e pieces over or near his grave at 
midnight on St. Patrick’s day." 
Tw o days before Ilannahoe's death 
he summoned Schaeffer to his bedside 
and asked him if he remembered his 
promise. 
Schaeffer told tile sick man 
th at lie did and assured him th a t it 
would be faithfully kept. 
Cornetist Schaeffer on every St. P at­ 
rick’s night ever since has played the 
two tunes over the Ilannahoe grave, 
surrounded by a host of friends of 
both. But Mr. Schaeffer’s hands, which 
formerly were masters of the most diffi 
cult music, are now lieut and twisted, 
due to illness. 
Last year he kept his 
promise, but was hardly able to handle 
the keys of his cornet. 
The hotel of Ilannahoe, known as tile 
Stars and Stripes, was on 
t the un 
usual taverns of Reading ... its day 
Above the door w as a sign v ’ lob read: 
“Stars and Stripes Hotel. 
. ew York 
Style. 
Step In and Step O u t

Tom Hanna 
hoe. Proprietor."
